A CRUSHING BURDEN. 

Addressing a general meetiny of the 
Waterford Chamber of Commerce yesterday. 
Mr. James Aylward, the President, said that 
with the close of the coal strike he saw 
signs of a general improvement in the country. 
Locally, the Chamber had taken action which 
would réduce the rates and effect a more 
economical administration. The local taxation 
of 18s. in the £ was a crushing burden, and 
was so enormous that the people of Waterford 
could not possibly exist if they were to con- 
tinue paying it. An inquiry would be held 
with the object of: having a Commissione= 
appointed, and he hoped that the result would 
be beneficial to the citizens. Whether the 
Commissioner was appointed or not, the move 
would mean a gain to the people during the 
coming year. 

While the Mental Hospital were budgeting 
for decreased estimates, the Waterford County 
Board of Public. Assistance were budgeting 
for another £5,000 for the coming year. 
Roughly speaking, therefore, they were look- 
ing for £10,000 more than two years ago for 
home help. Let us, he said, have some sort 
of Poor Law administration, similar to that 
which we had previously to amalgamation. 
National taxation was just as crushing, and 
now was the time to make demands on the 
Government, so that economies could be 
effected and a reduction made in the forth- 
coming Budget. 


THE LICENSED TRADE. 

National taxation was too heavy on the 
city in view of the revaluation. The licensed 
traders were particularly hit by it. Not alone 
had they to pay increased taxes locally, but 
in some cases increased income tax and in- 
creased licensed duty. Unless relief was 
afforded, the trade would be practically wiped 
out in Waterford. 

Speaking of brighter prospects, he said that 
people must become more industrious, and 
seek less amusements. Facilities should be 
given for manutacturers. Some important 
factories were, he understood, to be started 
in Ireland, and Waterford should get its 
share.

At yesterday's session in Dublin of the 
Free State Technical Education Commis- 
sion the view was expressed that the ad- 
ministration of technical education in the 
Dublin School of Printing and Book 
Production could be most effectively 
carried out by setting up a joint com- 
mittee of an equal numbers of employers’ 
representatives and representatives of the 
Dublin Typographical Society, with a 
Chairman appointed by the Technical 
Education Authorities 

THE SCHOLARSHIP SCHEME. 

Messrs, | Sean Campbell and W. J. 
Whelan, on behalf of the Dublin Typo- 
graphical Provident Society, in a joint state- 
ment, said that the question BE ygwsius we 
education had ever been one of great moment 
to the printing craft. For the past five years 
more attention had been given to it than 
heretofore. The day apprenticeship scholar- 
ship scheme (limited to ten vacancies every 
two years), which started over four years 
ago, at first met with much opposition from a 
section of both employers and workers. The 
success which had attended that scheme con- 
vinced them that the time had arrived when 
the technical schools should be tlie sole means 
of entry to the printing industry, for both 
jobbing and newspaper offices, This would 
ensure that all boys desiring to become 
apprentices, as vacancies occurred , would 
have to demonstrate their educational and 
physical fitness before entering upon their 
period of apprenticeship. A knowledge of 
Irish should be compulsory for all prospective 
apprentices. They suggested that attendance 
at the technical schools should be compulsory 
on all apprentices for the first five years 
of their apprenticeship. For the first and 
second years at least half of the time (twenty- 
four hours per week) should be spent in the 
school of printing, and the other half in the 
employment of the firm to which the boy was 
apprenticed. During the third year they 
suggested that apprentices: should attend 
technical schools for twelve hours per week, 
and for the fourth and fifth year six hours 
per week. For the first three years of 
apprenticeship they suggested that the em- 
ployer should pay one-half the wages of the 
apprentice and the technical education 
authorities should make financial provision for 
payment of the other half. 

COURSES OF READING. 

They considered that for the first two years 
of apprenticeship at least fourteen out of the 
twenty-four hours per week spent in the 
school of printing should be devoted to 
courses of reading, with Lyre application to 
the literature of the art of printing. Printing 
demanded a much higher standard of intelli- 
yence and a better education for its craftsmen 
than most other trades, 

They were of opinion that before a boy 
was definitely registered as an apprentice he 
should be given a trial for, say, six months. 
If at the end of that period he was considered 
satisfactory he should be allowed to include 
the six months probationary period as part of 
his apprenticeship. During the period they 
suggested that the old custom of leaving all 
undesirable tasks to the apprentice should be 
abolished. . 

They considered that the administration of 
technical education in the Dublin School of 
Printing and Book Production could be most 
effectively carmed out by setting up a joint 
committee of an equal number of employers 
representatives and representatives of the 
society, with a chairman appointed by the 
technical education authorities. The com- 
mittee should be vested with full powers to 
deal with all matters covering the School of 
Printing, among which they would include :— 

(1) To decide as to the educational qualifi- 

cation and physical fitness of boys wish- 
ing to enter the industry; . ) 

(2) To ensure that during the six months 

probationary period apprentices were 
given a reasonable chance to show 
whether they were fit for the trade or 
not ; mé 

(5) To maugurate methods of training and 

courses of instruction; and 

(4) To arrange for the half-yearly examina- 

tion of all apprentices, . 
THE CIVICS INSTITUTE. . 

Mr. R. Caulfeild Orpen, Chairman, Civics 
Institute of Ireland, giving evidence on behalf 
of the Institute, said that the primary object 
was to collect, collate and present in graphical 
form facts as they were in a community, with- 
out which essential survey ordered scientific 
development on modern lines was impossible. 
The second object was an educational one, for 
the survey of a village or town educated the 
citizen in the facts governing his community 


life. The survey was so arranged that all members | 


of the community, from the technical expert 
to the youngest school child might take part 
in its preparation; which, when completed, 
would form a record of immense value for 
the present and future generations. It was 
suggested that a survey be made for each 
county. 

Miss Long, Secretary of the Institute, also 
gave evidence; and, in answer to the Chair- 
man, said that they hoped to get the help 
of the technical schools in the different areas 

Evidence on behalf of the Pembroke Tech- 
nical Instruction Committee was given by 
Professor B. F. Shields, M.A.; Mr. Keady, 
B.Sc., A.R.C.Se.1.; and Mr. J. G. Mathews. 
They stated that at present the activities of 
the Ringsend school consisted of: Day work— 
day trades’ preparatory school, day school 
of commerce, day school of domestic economy, 
special trade apprentice course, and artistic 
course. Evening work-—Motor 
engineering course, electrical engineering 
course, building trades course, commercial 
course, domestic economy course, handicraft 
course, and introductory course. The number 
of students availing of the instruction was 
about 1.8 per cent. of the population of the 
district. The location of the school was un- 
favourable, and further accommodation was 
required. Further development of the scheme 
t- suit the needs of the district ought to 
take place in the provision of more craft 
classes in the evening schools, confined in 
each case to those engaged in these crafts. 

THE TRAINING AGE. 

The most suitable age for training would 
be from 13 to 16 years, and the course should 
extend over three years; the first two years 
should provide « general education. The 
further education of the ce or 
journeyman, should be provided under a 
voluntary scheme of evening technical instruc- 
tion, which should be largely of a vocational 
nature. Commercial education should similarly 
be provided for by means of junior day 
commercial schools, affording a sound general 
education, as well as a knowledge of the 
elementary commercial subjects, The evening 
classes in commercial subjects should be con- 
fined to those already engaged in business. 
Similar provision should be made for training 
in women’s work, 

PROPOSED BUILDING FUND. 

It should be compulsory on all technical 
teachers to undergo a special short course 
of training in the theory and practice of 
education. The !ocal council might strike a 
rate, not exceeding 2d. in the &, for technical 
instruction, and the State should also con- 
tribute grants. A building fund should be 
provided by the State; and, when the educa- 
tional needs of a district justified it, a suit- 
able building should be erected. The cost 
should be divided hetweenm the central 
authority and the local rates, the repayment 
of the amount to be IER by the local 
authority being spread over a fixed period 
of years. —

Sir,—The Minister of Agriculture, in his 
Speech at Ardee, as reported in your issue 
of the 21st, stated that he did not believe 
there was any future for barley as a cash 
crop. ‘* Barley was now going the way. that 
wheat and oats went forty years ago, owing 
to the fact that breweries and distilleries were 
changing their methods of manufacture and 
could obtain foreign barley much cheaper 
than the home-grown."’ This statement is 
entirely misleading and must be corrected, 
The Irish pot-still distillers use no foreign 
barley whatever, and have not changed their 
method of manufacture, being most conserva- 
tive in this. There is a small proportion of 
foreign barley used in brewing, from neces- 
sity, but in this there has been no change for 
at least the past quarter of a century. 

Why does the Minister not tell the farmers 
the truth—that the punitive taxation of the 
distilling trade has shut all the distilleries in 
the Free State except three, and these three 
are only working in a very limitéd way? It 
may interest barley-growers to know that the 
whiskey produced from one barrel of barley 
and stored for five years pays £38 1s. 3d. in 
duty, and the beer or stout from one barrel 
of barley pays at least £10 in duty. This is 
what makes barley-growing unprofitable, the 
supply being greater than the demand, and 
the industries using it being taxed out of 
existence. 

The Government are experimenting in the 
heet industry, which they are subaiatalod at 
the expense of the tax-payer. while they are 
killing the old industry of. distilling and 
oppressing the barley-growing, malting and 
brewery trades. Your farmer readers should 
know these facts.—Yours, etc.,

THE NATIONAL PHYSIQUE. 

TO THY ENITOP OF THE TRISM TIMES 

Srr,—The health of the peoples of the 
British Isles is at present obtaining ver 
Serious consideration from al! classes, and, 
as the experts cannot see the wood because 
of the trees, perhaps you would allow a 
‘“foreigner’’ and a dweller in a spinny to 
express his views on the degeneration of the 
British race. In 1880, after Maiwand, at 
Ruk, in Upper Sind, 1 first noticed deteriora- 
tion of physique in some British regiments, 
recently arrived in India, and saw, during 
my furloughs in the following twenty-eight 
years, this inferiority spreading in Great 
Britain and Ireland. ‘In the latter it is now 
evident, except in the backward parts of the 
country. I have devoted considerable thought 
to the matter, more especially during the last 
six years, when I have had three children 
born to me, whom I determined to bring up 
as | was brought up myself. 

Ninety-nine per cent. of children are born 
healthy, and, whether four pounds in weight 
or ten, ought to grow into healthy adults. 
As recruiting statistics show two-thirds of 
them to be unfit at eighteen, their treatment 
between birth and re al must be re- 
sponsible for the deterioration. Food, cloth- 
ing and housing are much better than they 
were in 1852, when I was born. If food were 
the origo mali, the recruit at thirty-six would 
be a poor soldier, and the rejected ones’ con- 
dition at this age indescribable, eating white 
bread as they do. 

My observations lead me to believe that 
the deterioration in physique and health has 
spread from the wealthier to the poorer 
classes. When a small boy I often heard my 
father’s workmen say, “ Í could always tell 
a gentleman, no matter what clothes he has 
on him.” When I applied to the powers that 
were for information as to how they did so. I 
was told that the “refined features ' were 
the evidence on which the diagnosis was 
made. Nowadays behind most counters vou 
will find features comparing favourably with 
those of a Howard or a Cecil. 

"The failing in health and physique has 
shown itself to me in the lessening of bodily 
strength, the scantiness of hair in both 
sexes—the female shingles now to hide the 
defect ; pale and pinched features. a too tight- 


fitting skin, which in a store bullock will 
condemn it in the eyes of a grazier. I am 
told, and some of them I can see myself, that 
the following complaints, which were not 
remarkable in my youth, are v preva- 
lent :—catarrhs—conjunctival, nasal, laryngial, 
bronchial, gastric and intestinal; piles and 
leucorrheea, There is also an inability to 
withstand cold except when cased in skins 
or waterproofs. I naturally conclude that the 
skin is badly supplied with blood, while the 
lining of the body, the mucuous membrane, 
is congested, 

The cause of most of our ills is the mal- 
treatment of the skin in infancy and early 
childhood by the use of soap and over-warm 
water. A maternity nurse told me that her 
practice was to bathe the infant once daily 
and wash a large portion of its body three or 
four times, using soap and hot water. Give 
a woman sponge, soap and hot water, and 
discretion flies through the window. This 
constant removal of nature's protection, the 
oleaginous secretion, from the surface of the 
skin produces a state of constant chill, which 
reduces the calibre of the smaller vessels 
supplying blood, and thus interferes with its 

rowth and development. Soap should only 

e used on the bodies of adults, if necessary. 
To obtain true cleanliness it is not at all 
necessary.— Yours, etc.,

THE ANGLER’S PROBLEM. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Siz,—in recent issues of your paper there 
have been, two howls against fishing 
licences—oue against the proposed licence on 
trout-fishing and one against the present 
licences on salmon rods. I have not the 
former letter before me, but the writer ends 
up to the effect that trout fishermen, as it 
is, pay a good deal and get very little. 
Could there be any better argument for 


trying some experiment for the improvement |. 


oí things as they are? Why are things 
as they are! Why does one constantly hear 
of a river, “It used to be a grand river 
for trout, but now there is nothing in it?” 
There are two main causes—indiscriminate 
and general poaching, and the taking of 
small fish by the unsporting anglers, whose 
only excuse is that, if he did not, keep under- 
sized fish, someone else would, 

The remedies are a better supervision of 
the rivers and restocking. Both will cost 
money, and boards of conservators have not 
enough money at present adequately to 
couserve the salmon fishing. A small licence 
on trout-rods will give the boards a sum to 
earmark for the improvement and _ super- 
vision of trout streams. I have never 
broached the subject to a sporting fisherman 
in any class of life without finding him fully 
in favour of a small licence on trout-rods. 
As I said above, the boards have not 
sufficient funds at their disposal thoroughly 
to conserve their srivers, and one result of 
the old system of licence was that a licence- 
holder could fish waters that he never paid 
a penny to help to conserve. There are 
twenty-two districts, and for the twenty- 
second of a pound, or under 11d. rod licence 
per river, a licence-holder in one river could 
fish them all. Is it any wonder that, with 
a steadily increasing number of fishermen, 
the fishing is steadily deteriorating’? In Eng- 
land they do things better, and, though fish- 
ing 1s uot easy to get, when got there are 
generally fish to be caught: and in some 
rivers a licence does not even carry over 
the whole of the river. A notable case is 
that famous river, the Wye, which, by 
energetic conservancy, due to adequate funds, 
has been improved beyond belief in the last 
twenty-five years, and there are two, if not 
three, licences to be paid by anyone who 
wishes to fish the whole length of the river. 

If the fishing in this country is to be 
saved, every man fishing a river should be 
prepared to pay something to the maintenance 
of it. Though a conservator of the Boyne, 
I write not as a conservator, but as a keen 
fisherman who in thirty years of fishing has 
seen fishing in this country go steadily from 
bad to worse, especially in the case of trout- 
fishing. Co-operation is what is wanted in 
this, as in everything else, and the simplest 
form of co-operation among anglers is to put 
their hands in their pockets, pay a small 
trout licence, and see to it that the boards 
in their districts spend the money in the pre- 
servation and improvement of trout.—Yours, 
etc., .

Sirn.,—I think that the majority of fishing 
men will approve if the conservators decide 
to ask the Government to impose a tax of 
5s. on trout-rods in the Free State. This tax, 
if applied, will undoubtedly improve the fish- 
ing generally by restricting poaching. as the 
rivers and lakes will. be under the constant 
observation of the Civic Guards in their daily 
patrols to examine licences. 


I would suggest also that the Government | 


be approached to issue a seven-day licence 
for, say, 5s., to permit anglers of modest 
means to fish for salmon and white trout in 
the South and West. If this concession is 
granted. it will greatly benefit the hotel- 
keepers and boatmen by encouraging our fish- 
ing men to stay at home, instead of travelling

Last night, at the National Sporting Club, 
London, Johnny Cuthbert, of Sheffield, de- 
feated Johnny Curley, of Lambeth (the 
holder), on points, in a 20-round contest for 
the British Feather-Weight Championship 
and the Lonsdale Belt. At the scales in the 
afternoon each man weighed 8st. 13!b. 

So great was the interest in the fight that 
police had to be detailed to control a large 
crowd which gathered outside the club, In- 
side the famous ‘‘ cock-pit’’ was crowded. 

There was not a blow worth recording until 
Curley landed with a left hook mid-way 
through the second round, but Cuthbert did 
most of the scoring, and was slightly ahead 
at the end of the first round. The holder 
was swinging wildly, and _ continually 
missed. He did not often land, but when 
he did his blows were more effective than 
Cuthbert’s. A _ well-timed left by him was 
the best blow of the third round, but, apart 
from this, he did very little. 

Curley was painfully slow, and with 
Cuthbert doing most of the leading, the 
challenger was ahead after five rounds. It 
is no part of a champion’s task to cover and 
wait for the onslaught of the challenger, but 
this is mostly what Curley did during the 
fifth round. He was more aggressive in 
the sixth, and profited by his enterprise, but 
so far the fight was not worth a title bout. 

At the end of eight rounds neither could 
claim any material advantage. Cuthbert had 
done most of the work, but his blows were 
lacking judgment, and if he was slightly 
ahead it was because of Curley’s poor dis- 
lay, and not because of his own ability. 
urley landed a nice left-hand jolt in the 
ninth, and did better than in the earlier 
stages; but Cuthbert had much the better of 
the tenth round, and at the half-way dis- 
tance was slightly ahead. 

There was no question as to Curley’s 
superiority in style, but boxing is not figure 
skating, and Cuthbert was getting more of 
the points in a disappointing fight. The 
champion did better in the twelfth round, 
but he stopped a poorly timed left uppercut 
in the thirteenth, and then rushed into a 
ght uppeercut. Had Cuthbert put any force 
behind the latter blow it would have been 
disastrous for the champion. 

In the fourteenth Cuthbert landed left and 
right well, but did not shake Curley at all. 

e did not seem to be punching with his 
knuckles, but apparently he was scoring, and 
Curley’s inability to land an thing destruc- 
tive was indicated by Cuthbert’s normal 
breathing between rounds. Cuthbert did 
well in the fifteenth round before Curley got 
in a straight left to the jaw, and at this 
point the challenger was still ahead.

TOSSED AND ROLLED FIFTY 


YARDS. 

The inquest on Albert Foster, a Yorkshire 
farmer, who was gored to death bv a bull, 
was held yesterday at Gibb House Farm, 
West End, near Otley, within a few yards 
of where the attack occurred. : 

The widow stated that her husband knew 
that the bull was vicious, as it had attacked 
him on ten previous occasions, and he in- 
tended to sell it. She was always uneasy 
when he went to attend it, but her husband 
did not appear to be afraid. He went to 
it alone. Last Saturdav evening he called 
for his dog. She thought that the beast 


‘had turned awkward, and that he called for 


the dog to assist him. The dog did not 
return until after her husband’s body was 
found, 

Sidney Horsman, a neighbouring farmer, 
said that it was getting dusk when*he heard 
Foster setting his dog at the bull. The 
beast bellowed, and then he heard a scream. 
With another man he rushed to the field, but 
as soon as they got over the wall the bull 
made towards them. Thev scrambled back 
and went for assistance. It was dark when 
they returned. and they could not see the 
bull. but they could still hear it bellowing. 
They succeeded in recovering the body with- 
cut attracting its attention, Next morning 
the bull was destroyed. 

There was a large patch near the middle 
of the snow-covered field where Foster had 
struggled with the beast, and they could see 
where it had tossed him and trampled on 
him. From that point the body had been 
tossed and rolled fiftv yards, Strewn along 
the trail was the man’s hat, stick, and 
pieces of his clothing. 

Dr. Petch, of Dacrebanks, said that death 
probably occurred when the beast trampled 
or the man’s chest, and crushed it in.

There are a surprising number of Nation- 
alists in Germany. Virtually the whole 
youth of the country has been recruited 
into the party; for, however stupid its 
leaders may be in many respects, they are 
admirable organisers.

General Pawelsz and Herr Forster 
have been for some time in Paris, where 
they are discussing problems of disarma- 
ment with Marshal Foch; and friends of 
peace were hoping that an agreement 
might be reached whereby the evacuation 
of the Coblenz bridgehead might be begun 
in the near future. The arrogance of the 
Nationalist Party in Germany, however, 
is having a deplorable effect on French 
opinion. The French Government never 
was enthusiastic in its support of the pro- 
posal to shorten the period of occupation 
in the Rhineland, and there have been 
strong rumours to the effect that M. 
Poincaré does M. Briand’s 
acquiescence in the British point of view. 
There is no doubt at all that the advent 
of a German Government with a strongly 
Nationalist tinge would cause an imme- 
diate reaction in France; for, in spite of 
Thoiry, the Frenchman does not trust the 
Germans. Furthermore, the discovery of 
certain fortified works in East Prussia, 
intended obviously for eventual use against 
Poland, has not tended to allay French 
anxiety, and there is a distinct danger 
that the choice of a Government in Berlin, 
with Count Westarp as chief wire-puller 
behind the scenes, may wreck the whole 
work of the last eight years. Much has 
been done to heal the wounds of the war 
and to bring France and Germany together 
as workers in a common cause. Men of 
good-will on both sides of the Rhine have 
striven earnestly towards a closer under- 
standing and the elimination of ancient 
feuds. Sinister influences, however, have 
continued to thwart all their efforts. The 
men of bad will are still at their evil work, 
and the unhappy people of Europe seem 
to be as wax in their hands.

A Philosophic Statesman. 


When Viscount Morley of Blackburn 
died a little over three years ago men 
said that the last of the great statesmen 
had passed away. His colleagues and his 
opponents alike recognised the bigness 
both of the mind that so long had spoken 
in the councils of Empire and of the part 
that he had played in the world’s affairs. 
In ‘the “Early Life and Letters of John 
Morley,” which is published to-day, we 
may review days that are as legend to all 
save veterans, and discern something of 
the secret springs of Morley’s character. 
We are carried back to days when in- 
tellectual issues that hardly raise a ques- 
tioning ripple in modern life raged 
mightily and tried the sternest minds of 
the age. We read of Morley as a pro- 
pagandist, preaching with fine scholar- 
ship a doctrine that challenged the 
accepted bases of Victorian society. He 
stood with the Positivists, and battled 
with the zeal of youth for the destruction 
of faiths that he could not reconcile with 
his own coldly logical vision. Neverthe- 
less; his biographer is able.to show us 
an ever-present anxiety in Morley’s mind 
to hear new arguments for other men’s 
creeds. With his great contemporary, 
Thomas Hardy, he seemed ever to be 
“wishing it might be so.” Always he 
retained a deep interest in matters 
philosophic and religious; but, as the 
years passed, the propagandist within him 
died. His temper mellowed. “ Men and 
women came away from a talk with Morley 
confessing that he had impressed them 
with a sense of the spiritual.”’ The 
closest friend of this apologist of Voltaire 
was Gladstone, who “loved Morley above 
all his orthodox colleagues.’’ In his toils 
for the welfare of his nation and of man, 
Morley found him associated with those 
whom, in an arid controversy, he had 
supposed to be his opponents. Thus, 
“he came to care comparatively little 
whether men believed more than he did, 
provided they were right on the- great 
moral controversies of public life and 
national policy.” Herein, perhaps, we 
may trace the secret of Morley’s genius, 
in its limitations, and its clearness’ within 
those limitations. We may discern, too, 
the quality which marked him as belong- 
ing to another age. There remain 
scholars among statesmen; but there 
remains none who, like the great 
Victorians, is philosopher first and man 
of action second. No longer do men 
enter public life as exponents of abstract 
creeds, having their origin in the revolu- 
tions of opinion that continued from the 
days of Voltaire to the end of the nine- 
teenth century. Men like Morley are 
magnified by~ strangeness; always the 
present is dwarfed by familiarity. 


Yesterday Mr. Joseph Hanly, of the 
Free State Department, of Education, told 
the Dublin Rotary Club ofthe progress 
that is being made in the teaching of 
rural science in the schools of Saorstdt 
Kireann. Until the present school year 
began rural science was but an optional 
subject. In the whole of County Dublin 
it was taught in only two schools—so in- 
different were parents and school managers 
to the vital educational needs of the 
children. Since last summer the subject 
has been obligatory in all elementary 
schools staffed with teachers qualified to 
teach it. In County Dublin, accordingly, 
the subject now is taught in no fewer than 
125 schools. The rate of increase has 
been even higher in other counties, and 
when a new generation of teachers has 
been trained rural science will be a staple 
subject in the curriculum of virtually 
every elementary school in the Free State. 
Mr. Hanly said that rural science will be 
taught in the schools of the cities and 
towns as well as in those of the country- 
side. This is satisfactory; for it is not 
unfair to say that the city-bred child has 
even a keener need for nature study than 
his country cousin. The farmer’s boys 
and girls cannot grow up wholly ignorant 
of the wondrous mechanism of Nature, but 
town children too often pass their im- 
pressionable years without any introduc- 
tion to the wholesome world beyond grey 
urban walls and muddy, treeless streets. 
To rob children of one of their vital senses 
hardly would be crueller than to rear 
them as many city children are reared, 
knowing nothing of the sweet language 
of wild birds, nothing of the variegated 
procession of the seasons in the fields, 
nothing of the friendly ways of animals, 
and nothing of the stars, the winds and 
the soil. Our first parents’ banishment 
from Eden is renewed in the divorce of 
our population from the land that breeds 
them, and it is small wonder that our 
society is vexed with unnatural desires 
and discontent when education neglects to 
link the children’s interests to their en- 
vironment. 
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Carolan. 


The Royal Trish Academy has acquired 
what. tradition declares to be the skull of 
Turlough O’Carolan, commonly called 
“the last of the Irish. bards.” Carolan 
died in 1738 at the age of 68. No other 
Trish figure of two centuries, perhaps, 
drew from the races and classes of Ireland 
such unanimity of affection as was lavished 
on his memory. Goldsmith, who, as a boy, 
met the aged bard, compared him with 
Pindar, There were many poets of a 
richer range and larger utterance in 
Ireland in his day; for his songs really 
were little more than words for music. 
His music, however, in his own vein, was 
unequalled. He might not touch the 
subtler and more plaintive notes of Irish 
minstrelsy; but his jolly airs, to the 
themes of love, the glass, and the dance, 
had sparkling vitality of their own. He 
was influenced by Italian composers— 
chiefly Corelli and Vivaldi—and, perhaps, 
in a happier Ireland, he might have com- 
posed work on as‘ambitious a scale as 
theirs. In the great houses of the four 
provinces the blind harper was welcome, 
as much, apparently, for his large per- 
sonality as for his music. The Reverend 
Charles Massey, Dean of Limerick, in 
1720, caused his portrait to be painted by 
the Dutch painter, Johann Van der Hagen ; 
and it would seem from the dome-like brow 
depicted that there could rest small doubt 
of the identity of his skull. We hope that 
when the Academy has taken moulds of 
the famous skull the relic will be restored 
to the resting place in which all that was 
mortal of our immortal countryman was 
laid. A rude age made a show thing of 
the skull that once housed song, music and 
wit. Reverence demands due reparation.

THE TERCENTENARY OF HIS 
BIRTH. 


It is a pity that Robert Boyle is best 
known as an illustration of a mixed metaphor 
—' Father of philosophy and. brother oí the 
Earl of Cork.” “The ornament of his age 
and country, who succeeded to the genius 
and inquiries of the great Chancellor,’’ as 
a contemporary says he was ‘not only a 
most distinguished chemist, but an exceed- 
ingly good man,” and deserves to be 
remembered as one, of the greatest Irishmen 
of science. His interest in ‘ natural 
philosophy ' may have begun in the course 
of the Grand Tour of Europe, when he was 
attracted at Florence by ‘‘ the new paradoxes 
of the | pew, star-gazer, Galileo.” When he 
returned to England the Civil War between 
King and Parliament was in progress, and 
he was fortunate in being able to devote 
himself to his researches in peace at his 
manor of Stalbridge (‘‘Good God!"’ he 
wrote, ‘‘that reasonable creatures calling 
themselves Christians should delight in such 
an unnatural thing as war!’’). He visited 
his Irish estates during the Commonwealth, 
and complains quaintly that ‘‘ chemical 
instruments were so unprocurable that it was 
hard to have any Hermetick thoughts.’’ After 
the Restoration he settled permanently in 
London, where he was associated with the 
mecorporation of the Royal Society in 1663, 
being one of. the original Council and first 
Presidents. 

In his most famous book, ‘‘ The Sceptical 
Chemist,'” Robert Boyle demolished the 
doctrine of the ‘‘ four elements ’’—earth, air, 
fire, and water—which was the foundation of 
medimval chemistry. He was the first to 
distinguish a mixture from a compound, and 
to define an element accurately. He intro- 
duced the use of vegetable colour-tests of 
acidity and alkalinity, and superintended the 
construction of the first hermetically-sealed 
thermometer in England. ll students of 
physics will remember him as having stated 
and proved the theory still known as 
“ Boyle’s law '—that “the volume of a 
given mass of gas is inversely proportional 
to its pressure” He was deeply religious, 
and his writings invariably were in defence 
of the Christian faith. (‘‘ Some Considera- 
tions about the Reconcilableness of Reason 
and Religion," which was published in 1675, 
would sound like a contribution to more 
recent polemics.) Among other projects, he 
interested himself in the printing and pub- 
lishing of Bibles for Ireland, Seotland, and 
Wales, and in the institution of the Boyle 
lectures on revealed religion. 

His father and four of his brothers were 
peers of the realm, and played a conspicuous 

rt in the wars and politics of the time. 

e reputation of Robert Boyle, who re- 
peatedly refused a peerage, has outlived 
theirs, although, as Mrs. Dorothea Townsend 
says in her life of the first Earl of Cork, 
“he never made money, nor accepted a title, 
nor desired to rule over any kingdom but 
that of his own gentle spirit.”’ 
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THE LATE MH. T. C. HERBERT 
WILSON, K.C. 
(From a CORRESPONDENT.) i 

With the death of Herbert Wilson: the 
Irish Bar has lost a great advocate, a finished 
scholar and a gentleman of the old tradition. 
For over twenty years he had been acknow- 
ledged leader o the me Bar, and with 
the retirement of Mr. 8. L. Brown, K.C., he 
stood out by himself. Failing health had 
indeed hampered his practice for the past 
two years, ds no constitution can withstand 
indefinitely th; strain of complicated legal 
work, But, as he would have wished, he 
died in the midst of endeavour, and to the 
end of the Michaelmas term of 1925 few 
important cases went to trial without Herbert 
Wilson leading on one side or the other. 
More than two years ago he seemed marked 
o ' for a judgesh' - and, if he had cared to 
espouse the cause of any political a“ his 
preferment would have been assured, ' 

Politics, however, never enticed him. His 
intellect was too keen to allow him to blind 
himself to the fallacies and humbug which 
must play a part in any AN www programme, 
and his independence of character made it 
retend a belief or 
allegiance when his mind stood unconvinced. 
Asking nothing of anyone, commanding 
briefs only by his outstanding merit, he has 
gone to his grave without public recognition— 
a reward of his services which was so richly 
due. 

HIS EARLY LOVE. 

Classics were his early love, and remained 
a vivid interest to the end of his life. -Enter- 
in~ Trinity College in’ 1880, he gained all 
four compesition prizes at entrance—a record 
which has only once or twice been equalled. 
Iie followed up this success by gaining third 
classical scholarship in his Junior Freshman 
year—an achievement all the more notable 
because of the distinguished rivals with 
whom he had to compete, The Berkeley 
medal in Greek and the Vice-Chancellor’s 
medal in Latin were won by him in the 
succeeding years, and he finished his college 
course by heading the lit of senior modera- 
tors in classics. Fellows of the day looked 
forward to welcoming him into their ranks, 
and had he chosen an academic career there 
can be little doubt that he would have 
enriched the store of classical knowledge. 
But he preferred to read for the Bar. 
though his choice of career never interfered 
with the ties of friendship and culture which 
bound him to his old associates and his well- 
loved university, 

In 1887 he was called to the Irish Bar, and 
became a pupil of the late Mr. Justice Gordon. 
Unknown and without influence. he was 
forced for some years to support, himself by 


coaching in classics, till a chance brief, drift- 


ing his way on the sluggish waters of the 
Long Vacation, brought him to the notice of 
a prominent firm of Belfast solicitors. Work 
from Belfast soon began to find its way into 
his brief-bag, and once the chance came his 
success was no longer in question. His opinion 
on all matters of law, but more especially in 
Chancery and company matters, was widely 
sought, even English solicitors consulting him 
in important cases; and his astonishing gift 
ot clear and precise statement, coupled with 
an accurate and retentive memory, made him 
as successful in court ag he was in chambers. 
PERSONAL POPULARITY. 

Before he was called to the Inner Bar in 
1902 he had easily the largest junior practice 
in Ireland, and his reputation was such that 
he immediately acquired an extensive busi- 
ness as a senior. Much of his success wae 
due to his personal popularity with fhe 
judges, who knew that Herbert Wilson would 
never attempt to mis-etate law or facts, and 
would not occupy the time of the court with 
the elaboration of unsound arguments, “The 
most concise lawyer who has ever practised 
before me,” was the summary of one judge: 
and another, '“ Herbert Wilson may omit 
many points in a case;.but, if so, they are 
bad pointe ” 

As a cross-examiner Herbert Wilson was 
effective, but not spectacular. Asking 
questions rapidly and changing in a bewilder- 
ing manner from one topic to another, he 
elicited a» series of apparently harmless 
admissions. .The witness left the box well 
pleased with himself, saying that  cross- 
examination was by no means the ordeal which 
popular imagination supposed. But when 
Herbert Wilson came to reply in the case, 
and all the anewers which had seemed so 
innocuous were pieced together into an 
ordered argument, the full skill of the cross 
examination became apparent, and the witness 
realised at last that he had played blindly 
into the hands of his adversary. Im stating 
a case, in the presentation of tortuous facts 
and law with the smallest number of words 
and the maximum of clearness, WNerbert 
Wilson was even more outstanding: No man 
at the Irish Bar was within measurable 
distance of him in his power of making the 
complex simple and bringing to the forefront 
of the case the broad principles which other 
advocates obscured in the forest of minor 
considerations : 

SHY AND RESERVED. 

Few men were admitted to his inner 
counsel; for he was shy, reserved and very 
proud. Fools, knaves and boors he could 
not, and would not, tolerate. They offended 
his instincts of courtesy and his passion for 
clear thinking. But no man was a truer and 
more meticulous friend. If a jumor barrister 
was honestly tryitg to grapple with a diffi- 
culty in law and asked the assistance of 
Herbert Wilson, he would lay aside his super- 
abundant work and bend all his intellect to 
elucidate the problem. His tastes were 
simple. He loved his family, his garden and 
his dogs. Good wine he appreciated as a 
connoisseur who valued all things in their 
proper use. The elassics of all languages were 
his recreation and delight. He comes before 
my mind as the type of the classical scholar 
who is now becoming so rare: 

“He was a scholar, and a ripe and good 

one ; 
Exceeding 
suading. 
He hated excess; treasured aceuracv; loved 
beauty; studied mankind. Horace would have 
hailed him as a friend and Socrates have 
sought him in disputation. There has passed 
away with him something of an older world, 
something spacious, and yet something 
intimately human.

Admiral Tyrwhitt has issued a statement 

in Hong Kong declaring that the British 
expect to have more than ten thousand 
Regular troops and Marines ashore at 
Shanghai within sixty days.

The British Press reports from Hong

MR. CHEN’S DEFIANCE. 


ECONOMIC WEAPON, 


HANKOW, Monday. 

Chen, the Cantonese 
Minister for Foreign Affairs, issued a 
statement to-day defining his Govern- 
ment's attitude towards the Powers. The 
following are extracts :—~ 

' The leading assumption of all British 
and other foreign declarations of policy re- 
carding China is that she is unable to look 
after her own interests, and that in pursu- 
ance of the spirit of the Washington Con- 
ference the Powers must enter into self- 
denying ordinances respecting China in 
order to safeguard her integrity and in- 
dependence, and to promote her political 
and economic development and the re- 
habilitation of her finances. 

“This is not. true of Nationalist China. 
To-day this new China is strong and 
conscious of-its power, and its ability by 
economic means to enforce its will on 
Chinese soil against any Power. The 
question, then, is not what Great Britain 
or any other country may wish to grant to 
China to meet the legitimate aspirations of 
the Chinese nation, but what Natonalist 
China must justly grant to Great Britain 
and other Powers. 


DOMINANT AIM. 

“The dominant aim of Chinese 
Nationalists is the recovery of China's full 
independence, until when there can be no 
real peace. This Government will work 
out the specific foreign issues involved in 
the recovery of China’s full independence 
along lines which, while asserting and en- 
forcing Chinese authority, and preserving 
vital Nationalist interests, will not dis- 
regard the cdnsiderations of right and 
justice to foreign nationals. But in this 
connection a great and impressive fact 
must be grasped. 

“To-day the effective protection of 

foreign life and property in China does not 
stand, and can no longer rest, on foreign 
bayonets and foreign gunboats, because the 
arm of Chinese Nationalism—the economic 
weapon—is more puissant than any engine 
of warfare the foreigner can devise. 
“ The British in particular must now 
understand that the forces of the present 
revolutionary situation are handing over 
the protection of foreign life and property 
to a Government deriving its authority 
from those in whose hands is centred the 
power that can paralyse the economic life 
of foreign, nationals in China.” 


NEGOTIATIONS. 

‘Tt is the view of the Nationalist 
Government that the liberation of China 
from the yoke of foreign imperialism need 
not necessarily involve any armed conflict 
between Chinese Nationalism and the 
foreign Powers. For this reason the 
Nationalist Government prefer to have all 
questions that are outstanding between 
Nationalist China and the foreign Powers 
settied by negotiation and agreement. 
‘‘In order to prove that this is not an 
idle statement of policy, the Nationalist 
Government hereby declares its readiness 
to negotiate separately with any of the 
Powers for the settlement of treaty and 
other cognate questions on the basis of 
economic equality and mutual respect for 
each other's political and territorial 
sovereigniy.””

Lord Lonsdale stands out as the ideal 
British sportsman.

To-day Dail Eireann reassembles for 
what probably will be the most important 
spring session of its lifetime.

EXPLOSION IN GAS RETORT, 
ELEVEN MEN INJURED. 

By an explosion yesterday afternoon of 
a vetort in the purifying plant at the 
Tottenham District Light, Heat and Power 
Company's Gas Works in North London, 
eleven men received injuries necessitating 
treatment at two hospitals. All sustained 
burns on the face and hands, but only 
one of them was detained. 

The explosion occurred when the lid of 
one of the purifiers, which was about to 
be cleaned, was lifted, and the flames 
shot up to a height of twenty feet from 
the ignited gases. Owing to the presence 
of sulphur deposits, ordinary fire-fighting 
methods were found unavailing, and 
eventually the fire was overcome by a 
chemical tank engine from Southwark 
spraying foamite. 

Several of the injured were gassed as 
well as burned, and seme spectators were 
overcome by fumes.

At the opening of the trial in the 
Federal Assize Court, this morning, of 
Ivan De Justh, the Hungarian journalist, 
who, in June last, smacked Count Bethlen, 
the Hungarian Prime Minister, in the 
face, in the lobby of the League of Nations 
building, the Public Prosecutor announced 
that he would not ask for a sentence to a 
long term of imprisonment, but for one of 
banishment for life. 

The accused is defended by 
Marius Moutet, of the Paris Bar. 

De Justh having renounced his right to 
call witnesses for the defence, only wit-

police officer who arrested De Justh, and 

the head of the Hungarian delegation to 

the League of Nations, were heard, the 

last-named stating that his Government 

persisted in the charge against De Justh. 
'N HIS PERSONAL CAPACITY. 

Tn his examination the accused said that 
in acting as he did he had assaulted Count 
Bethlen in his personal capacity, and not 
as a delegate to the League. 

The Public Prosecutor contended 
De Justh had committed the two 
demeanours referred to in Clauses 42 
43 of the Federal penal code. 

Counsel for the defence argued that his 
client was not a man who had been pre- 
viously condemned under the common law, 
and in this connection he charged the Hun- 
garian Government with having tried to 
deceive the Swiss judicial authorities. He 
said that he was convinced that the jury 
would not apply either Clauses 42 or 43 of 
the penal code in this case, the latter 
clause in particular being inapplicable, as 
a delegate to the League of Nations could 
not be considered the representative of a 
foreign nation accredited to the Swiss 
authorities.

THE MOTIVES. 

At the resumption of the proceedings 
this afternoon Maitre Moutet, who is de- 
fending Ivan’ de Justh, continued his 
speech for the defence, when he dealt 
with what he declared were the motives 
which actuated his client. By his action 
against Count Bethlen, declared counsel, 
M. de Justh desired to protest against 
the present Federal réqime in Hungary. 

Maitre Marius then read from numerous 
documents relating to the so-called white 
terror in Hungary and to the proceedings 
of secret societies, which, he declared, had 
organised the affair of the forged bank 
notes. 

Maitre. Moutet sought to that 
Count Bethlen had dealt too indulgently 
with the foreigners, and he asserted that 
the Hungarian Prime Minister had 
publicly declared, in the course of debates, 
that he considered Prince Windisch-Gractz 
to be a “ gentleman.”’ 

M. Moutet, in conclusion, 
the jury to acquit his client. 

In his reply the Public Prosecutor en- 
deavoured to refute the assertions of the 
defence on several points, and he insisted 
that it was not for Swiss justice to judge 
the institutions of a country, but to 
punish an offence committed on Swiss 
territory against representatives accredited 
to the Leagne of Nations.

MAN WHO INVENTED 


ELINITE. 
ew Sanne 
DEATH OF A NOTED 
FRENCH CHEMIST. 
PARIS, Monday. 

The death is announced here of M. 
Eugene Turpin, the famous French 
chemist, who discovered the explosive, 
melinite. He was seventy-eight years ol 
age. M. Turpin’s genius first burst upon 
the world when he revealed the secret ol 
making non-toxic colouring matters. 
Shortly afterwards he became famous 
through his researches into the properties 
of picric acid, which resulted in the in- 
vention of the powerful explosive, 
melinite. 

This discovery, however, was to involve 
him in considerable trouble, for, althouch 
he was acquitted of having sold his in- 
vention to a British firm after he had 
parted with it to the French Ministry of 
War, he was sentenced, in 1889, to five 
years’ imprisonment for having committed 
a breach of the French Official Secrets Act 
in a pamphlet on melinite published by 
him.

EARTHQUAKE 
SHOCKS 


IN SCOTLAND AND 
NORTHUMBERLAND. 


WIDE AREAS FEEL 
TREMORS 
LITTLE DAMAGE TO 
PROPERTY.

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Earthquake tremors were felt early 
yesterday morning in many districts of 
the North of Scotland, and were recorded 
at Kew, where the instruments sh>wed 
them to have been less intense than were 
the Herefordshire and Jersey shocks last 
year. 

The tremors, which in each case lasted 
between twenty and thirty seconds, 
occurred between 4.45 at Elgin and 5,30 
at Ballater, but caus; mnjury to life 
and no serious damage. },peroperty. 

Reports from the areas affected show 
that the shock was preceded by a low, 
rumbling sound.@ 

In many cases houses were shaken by 
tremors, and at Kirkwall the crews of 
vessels in the harbour felt the vibration. 

The only official news of the tremors 
was received by the Air Ministry from 
Nairn. 

Other places affocted were Aberdeen, 
Pitlochry, Killiecrankie, Blair Atholl and 
the ‘whole of the Orkney Islands. 


SECOND DISTURBANCE AT ELGIN. 

Elgin had a recurrence of the tremors 
at nine o'clock a.m., but no damage was 
done. 

The tremor was felt at Dingwall shortly 
after tive o clock. A large plate-glass 
window was found to be cracked later in 
the morning. Similar tremors were ex- 
perienced at the same time in various 
parts of Ross-shire, both east and west of 
Dingwall, the movement being more 
violent to the west 

The shock was felt in the Fraserburgh 
district at five a.m., and was accom- 
panied by the rattling of windows and 
doors and the displacement of furniture 
and ornaments. No material damage was 
done. 

At Buckie doors and windows 
and furniture was shaken. 

“Like a large mine exploded ” was the 
description given of the noise preceding 
the tremor by ex-soldierg on Moray 
Firth, where the shock Swayed beds, 
dressing tables and wardrobes. The in- 
habitants there, are accustomed 
to the big gun practice of warships, and 
many slept peacefully through the dis- 
turbance. One householder was roused by 
a terror-stricken canary dashing itself 
against the bars of its cage. 

As far south as Ladybank, in Fileshire, 
the tremors were felt, and miners thought 
that a disaster had taken place. 

Three railway signalmen in the Lady- 
bank district stated that their cabins 
swayed, one adding that his cabin shook 
like “the very mischief.”’ 


NORTHUMBERLAND SHAKEN. 

An earthquake shock was felt at Wark- 
worth, Northumberland, yesterday. Mr. 
Herbert Shaw, Secretary of the Newcastle 
Chamber of Commerce, who lives at Wark- 
worth, told a Press Association represen- 
tative that he felt the tremor at four 
minutes past five o clock in the morning. 

Tremors also alarmed several of the in- 
habitants of Alnwick (Northumberland) at 
about 5.30 yesterday morning. Windows 
and doors were rattled by the tremor, 
which lasted a few seconds. 


SHOCK REGISTERED AT FAENZA. 
KAENZA, Monday. 
Bendandil Observatory to-day registered 
a violent earthquake shock. It is 
estimated that the centre of disturbance 
would .be about 6,500 miles away, probably 
in Sunda Archipelago. The seismic move- 
ment was unusually marked, and lasted 
for more than three hours.—(Reuter. )

MUNSTER AND LEINSTER 
CHAIRMAN’S TRIBUTE. 


Mr, F. J. Lillis presided at the meeting 
of the Munster and Leinster Bank in Cork 
yesterday. In the course of a clear and 
exhaustive exposition. of the principal 
findings of the Banking Commission (of 
which he was a member), he pointed out 
all the advantages to be derived by their 
bank from the zedistribution of the right 
to issue notes, not only from the point 
of view of profit, but of prestige. He said 
that they could give the recommendations 
their. heartiest support, and he ex 
pressed the hope that they would be 
quickly put into forge. Pointing out 
that the present system was unfair to the 
banks which were not allowed to issue 
notes, he explained that under the new 
arrangements the Munster and Leinster 
Bank would have a note issue, which was 
important in view of the fact that notes 
were used for practically all business 
purposes. 

Every patriotic Irishman would be glad 
to know that the profit from the note 
issue, which now the British 
Treasury, will be transferred to the Free 
State Exchequer. The backing for Irish 
notes held by the Bank of England at 
present amounted to nearly 84 “million 
pounds, which meant that, to all intents 
and purposes, that amount was lent free 
to the British Treasury. ‘The Chairman 
claimed that they had placed the Munster 
and Leinster Bank in a position of un- 
assailable strength.

CANCER A CURABLE 
DISEASE. 


LECTURE BY SIR 
BERKELEY MOYNIHAN. 


“THE CAPTAIN OF THE 
MEN OF DEATH.”

Sir Berkeley Moynihan, President of the 
Royal College of Surgeons, England, in a 
public lecture arranged by the British 
Medical Association in London last night, 
startled his audience at the outset by 
saying: ‘‘If the law of averages holds 
good, 100 people in this room will die of 
cancer. The truth is that in this country 
one person in every seven over the age of 
30: dies of ¢ancer. © 50,000 people die 
yearly in England and Wales, and it has 
been estimated that 500,000 lives area 
annually lost in the civilised countries of 
the world from this disease.”’ 

Cancerous bones, he said, dating from 
3,500 years before Christ, had been taken 
from tombs near the Pyramids. Cancer 
was described more than twenty centuries 
ago by Hippocrates, the Father of Medi- 
cine, and it had never since ceased from 
taking its.daily toll of lives. It was the 
captain of the men of death. 

In the last twenty years in England the 
general death-rate has fallen by 52 per 
cent., the infant death-rate by 45 per 
cent., the tuberculosis. death-rate by 38 
per cent., but the cancer death-rate has 
increased by 20 per cent. Cancer mor- 
tality has increased five-fold in the last 
seventy years. In cancer of the tongue 
there has been an increase in the last 
twenty years of 59 per cent., and in cancer 
of the breast an increase of 28 per cent. 
The increased mortality from cancer, 
chiefy in the alimentary canal, has 
occurred despite the fact that more people 
than ever are being cured of cancer. 

A GURABLE DISEASE. 

It surprises many, said Sir Berkeley, to 
hear that cancer can be cured, that the 
patient can be relieved fcx ever from his 
disease; bat it is true. ‘rhe operations 
practised to-day are more fréquent, of 
greater extent, of greater saféty, and at- 
tended by a larger measure of permanent 
relief from disease than was the case 
twenty years ago. 

The policy for medical men, he said, 
must be “ Look, and act,” not “ Wait 
and see.’’ The certainty of diagnosis was 
often the certainty of death. 

The public, in putting off recourse to 
the surgeon until the last possible moment 
was also, in part, to blame. Unhappily, 
also, time was wasted in other methods. 

The cancer curer, he said, is still a 
curse in the land, and the most patheti 
credulity as to his claims’is shown by 
people who should know better. Cancer 
never yet was cured by the quack, bnt 
infinite harm has come to patients fro:n 
the delay which foolish, impotent, and 
pernicious practices have  involved-.- -s. 
delay which has allowed a small local 
disease to increase and to be strewn about 
the body. 

EDUCATING THE PUBLIC. 

The public, he continued, must be 
educated. It is said that, if we talk 
cancer, we shall make people think cancer. 
We hope that that is true; for cancer is 
the king of terrors. If we can help the 
public to learn that it is not cancer, but 
ignorance with regard to cancer that is 
in part responsible for their horror of it, 
and if we can assure them that cancer, 
under certain conditions, and when 
attacking certain organs, is capable of 
complete removal, with perfect freedom 
from a return of the disease, shall we 
not be able to diminish, or even to banish, 
the fear of it? There is no evidence that 
cancer is bred by fear. Knowledge will 
bring freedom from fear. 

Cancer, said Sir Berkeley, seized aman, 
as a rule, when his trained mind or hand 
was at its best, when his judgment was 
ripened, when his worth to his family and 
to the community was at its highest, when 
the service he could offer to the world 
was of greatest value, when knowledge had 
grown to wisdom. 

SOME USEFUL LESSONS. 

Sir Berkeley gave his lay audience the 
following lessons on the disease : — 

(1) Cancer is always at first a local 
disease, and not a blood disease. 

(2) Tt chooses to attack a diseased, 
rather than a healthy, organ. The 
majority of people, it may be said, commit 
suicide. If we consider the effect of 
alcohol, syphilis. tubercle, of the condi- 
tions which are set going by the rush for 
wealth, with all its attendant sacrifices 
of caution and prudence with regard to 
health from day to day, the statement, 
though shocking, appears to be true. 

(3) The occurrence of cancer is in- 
fluenced by antecedent conditions. Chronic 
irritation is a definite precursor of cancer. 

(4) There does not appear to be any 
hereditary predisposition to cancer. 4% 

(5) Cancer, as far as we know, is not 
caused by any special food or foods, nor 
by the absence of special foods. 

(6) The disease is neither infectious nor 
contagious. There is not sufficient proof 
that cancer houses or cancer districts exist. 
In its early stages it rarely causes pain. 
While the disease is local and the growth 
is accessible cancer is curable. 

METHODS DISCUSSED. 

Our main reliance in the treatment of 
cancer, said Sir Berkeley, was upon 
surgery. Of other methods, by far the 
most valuable was that employing X-rays. 
But, although remarkable results had been 
attained by the application of X-rays, the 
retrogression of the disease, or even its 
disappearance for two or three years after 
the X-ray treatment, did not justify the 
use of the word cure. 

REMARKABLE INCREASE. 

Mr, Neville Chamberlain said that in 
1850 the deaths recorded from cancer were 
about 300 per million; while in 1923 the 
number had gone up to 1,336. In less than 
two generations the death rate from cancer 
had increased five-fold. While forty years 
ago the death rate from tuberculosis was 
four or five times that from cancer, six 
years ago the two had drawn level, and 
to-day the cancer death rate was about one- 
third greater than the death rate from 
tuberculosis.. He urged encouragement of 
research, and the education of the people 


as the best means of reducing mortality.

His own firm belief was that Britain was 
Britain to-day not alone because of the Mother 
of Parliaments, not alone because of the 
wonderful imitation of the Imperial Parlia- 
ment that had been carried out in the 
Dominions of the Empire, but principally be- 
cause of the widespread base qn which the 
whole Constitution rests. 

Right from the bottom—if he might so 
class the Boards of Guardians, the Rural 
Councils, the Urban District Councils to the 
County and Borough Councils up to that 
Council of the Metropolis of Ulster, as well 
as their own Parliament and the Parliament 
at Westminster—all those bodies returned re- 
sponsible men, who had a hand in the work 
at the basis of the Constitution, the strength 
of which lay in the perfection of each of those 
units. 

He was not certain if Ulster yet rcalised 
to the full the importance of her capital city 
and the Corporation of that city. He believed 
that as time went on, however, they would 
take a greater pride in their own Parliament 
and “théir own capital city, and that they 
would all see their duty to contribute to the 
well-being of the Constitution under which 
they lived and thrived. 

TOUR OF THE COUNTIES. 

Proceeding, he said that he was about to 
proceed on a prolonged and exhaustive tour 
of the counties, and would visit local autho- 
rities and the farming community.

REDUCED FEES ANNOUNCED. 

The War Office announces that it has been 
decided to revise the scale of fees payable for 
cadets at the Royal Military Academy, Wool- 
wich, and the Royal Military College, 
Sandhurst, and that a limited number of the 
snecessful candidates at each Army entrance 
examination will be admitted, at the discre- 
tion of the Army Council, at reduced fees, to 
be determined according to pecuniary need, 
For sons of civilians these fees will be £785, 
£50 or £25 a term, and for sons of officer: 
and men of the Regular Forces £45, £350 or 
£15 a term. 

As regards the charges for uniform, books, 
etc., the reduction in the former category will 
be proportionate to that of the fees, but in 
the latter the charges will be on the same 
scale as those for sons of civilians of cor- 
responding pecuniary need, 

A revision is also announced of the emolu- 
ments attaching to prize cadetships. A 
number not exceeding twenty-five, and of the 
value of £25 each, will be awarded at each 
entrance examination, but the charge for 
uniform, books, etc., will not be remitted to 
the winners, as has hitherto been the case. 

The revised terms will begin operating at 
the November examinations.

OBJECTION TO A TENANT. 


In the Land Purchase Commission Court 
in Belfast yesterday, in the estate of Gawn 
Rowan Hamilton, Sarah Heaney objected to 
the inclusion of Robert McConnell as tenant 
of the holding situated convenient to the town 
of Killyleagh. 

The evidence was to the effect that one— 
David Gilmore—was tenant for over twenty 
years, and that in October, 1921, Gilmore 
substituted for himself the present objector, 
Mrs, Heaney. 

In opposing the application, reliance was 
placed upon the fact that Mrs. Heaney did 
not allege that she took any interest through 
Gilmore, and that the property in question 
was a field without any homestead or shelter, 
and that Mrs. Heaney used it only for 
grazing purposes, and not for agriculture 
generally 

The Court held that Mrs. Heaney did take 
the lands through Gilmore, and was, there- 
fore, in the nature of a sub-tenant, 
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Miss Grattan Esmonde, with Scoudouc, a black bear that she captured in New Brunswick and has presented to

Mr. tUoossens played three short pieces by 
Hue, Faure and Kuvel, and the mastery of 
his tnstrument was surprisingly good. He 
covered a wide range of tone, but, possibly, 
his best playing was in the Handel Sonata m 
U minor at the evening recital. In this, pai 
ticularly in the allegro movements, his breath 
control, phrasing and sense of tmterpretation 
were wonderful, 

Of the concerted pieces it) the evening, the 
most Imipressive were the ondunte cantabile 
movement in the Gluck Sonata and Dr.

MR. JOHN KEATING $ 
SKETCHES. 

It was a happy thought that prompted Mr. 
John Keating, R.H.A., to visit the site of the 
hydro-electric scheme to make 4 
permanent record of the work being done. 
The results of his visit (he spent a fortmight 
on the spot during September last), some 
twenty sketches, in oils, water colours and 
black and white, are at present hung in a 
small room in the Metropolitan Sehool of 
Art, Dublin. 

A year or two hence the scene about Lime- 
rick and district will have changed com- 
pletely. At present the work proceeds apace. 
Deep excavations, huge cranes and gantries, 
railroads, and an army of workers are familiar 
spectacles. The work will soon be finished 
and these will disappear. It is well to have 
something that will remind us in the future 
of the gigantic nature of the task. 

Mr Keating’s sketches succeed admirably in 
this purpose. Some of them, apparently, 
were done hurriedly to serve as the basis for 
future work, but almost all are characterised 
by a fine sense of form. The drawing and 
colouring are good, and all are firm and virile. 

None of the sketches is definitely named. 
No. 10, however, a scene at thé excavation 
for the power station, looking West. and No. 
2. which depicts the head of the Tail Race. 
in oils, are the most, attractive. There is also 
a micely drawn sketch of an a@peeitsi, or 
hank ‘building machine, which works much 
like a mud dredger. Two black and white 
drawings of an Irish navvy and a German 
carpenter at work on the Shannon scheme 
afford an interesting contrast.

THE CHAIRMAN’S ADDRESS. 

Mr. Francis J. Lillis, who pgesided, said— 
Ladies and gentlemen, the balance sheet of 
the bank, certified by its auditors, has been 
published for some little time, and I shall, as 
is customary, assume your permission to take 
it, with the report, as read. 

I am in the happy position to be asked to 
recommend to the shareholders this state- 
ment, which records the eminently satisfac- 
tory condition of our affairs and business, 
notwithstanding the fact that must be 
recognised that our young Free State has not 
yet quite set its house in order, and that the 
difficult conditions for most businesses, re- 
ferred to by my predecessor in this chair, 
still continue, 


THE REPORT AND BALANCE SHEET, 

1 shall submit for your consideration a few 
comments on the figures. Our profits come out 
at £91.005 for the half-year, showing but 
little change from the results of the three 
previous half-years. They are arrived at after 
the most ample provision has been made for 
all bad and doubtful debts, as well as for such 
contingencies as we can foresee. 

No doubt, many amongst you have noticed 
the remarkable feature that the figure of our 
deposit and current accounts show an increase 
of over a quarter of a million since the th 
June last. The increase 1s mainly attributable 
to general acquisition of new business, 

The figure of profits referred to together 
with the balance from last account give us a 
sum of £137,284 with which to deal. We 
have transferred £25,000 to reserve, and have 
placed £20,000 to premises account. Having 
done we recommend a dividend at the 
rate of 18 per cent. per annum, free of income 
tax. This latest addition brings our reserve 
to £1,225,000, and is in continuation of the 
policy this Board has always adopted of seek- 
ing to place the bank im an unassailable 
position of strength. 

Deposits and current accounts at £27,495,460 
still reflect the lean seasons through which 
we are passing, and are down on the year 
£734,163, but, as L indicated earlier, are 
better by £252,220 since our Wth June sheet. 

Our investments appear at £9,146,578, and, 
calculated at present prices, they considerably 
exceed that figure in value. Cash on hand, 
with money at call and short notice, amounts 
to £2,9352,535, an increase on the year. ol 
£170,904. This figure added to that of ou 
investments represents a total of £12,078,911, 


SO, 


showing that we hold in immediately realis 


able assets a sum which is almost equal to 
49 per cent. of our total liabilities to the 
public. Advances totalling £14,195,444 show 
a decrease of £475,551 on the year. Our 
premises account stands at £338,388, a small 
sum as compared with the cost of the build- 
ings and eguipment or with their real value. 
They consequently constitute a valuable 
supplementary reserve. 


THE STAFF. 

On this my first time to enjoy the privilege 
of ang iss, the chair I should like to say 
a few words in favour of the staff of our 
bank, and in doing so I can speak from inner 
knowledge, as I worked behind the bank’s 
counters myself for nearly fourteen years. 
When all is said.and done, it must not be 
overlooked that much of the success of the 
bank is due to the staff. I think that 
bank has a more zealous and efficient staff. 
Their duties have of later years become much 
more difficult, trying and arduous, but our 
officials have shown themselves thoroughly 
capable and eagerly anxious to meet the 
increased strain, 

We have established departments for deal- 
ins with the troublesome work of income tax 
recovery, and our clients will find that we 
can, if they so desire, relieve them of their 
difficulties with the income tax surveyors, 
and the work will be done by our experts 
at a moderate cost. 


THE STATE’S BUSINESS. 

At present one bank enjoys the special 
privilege of a monopoly of the State's busi- 
ness, and the question of the claims of the 
other Free State banks to a share of that 
business is being pressed. We have for some 
time urged that we should be admitted to a 
fair share, and the.“justice of our claim is 
generally recoghised: It should be quite 
easible, by means of a departmental distri- 
bution of accounts, to effect an equitable 
arrangement, 

The period of industrial strife in England 
through which we have passed has caused a 
serious. set-back in our country’s trade and 
commerce. There are, however, we are 
pleased to observe, signs already cf a reaction 
—if not of a coming boom—in business on 
tha other side, which should mean an in- 
creased demand for our produce and com- 
modities, and we think that we may confi- 
dently regard the outlook in the new year as 
promising. (Applause. ) 


THE REPORT OF THE BANKING 
COMMISSION. 

I shall now deal as briefly as possible with 
th» first interim report on banking and cur- 
rency which has just been issued, and it is 
of the utmost interest and importaice to 
banks and their shareholders. 

The directors of this bank have asked me 
to say to you that in their opinion the Bank. 
ing Commission has based its proposals on 
sound and practical lines of reasoning, having 
given full weight to local considerations. 

The situation that confronted the Commis. 
sion was that there was, firstly, no legal 
tender in the country except for the payment 
of small amounts; secondly, that of the nine 
banks operating here only five had rights of 
note issue, with a fiducie- issue limit fixed 
as far back as 1845 on an all Ireland basis; 
and, thirdly, that since-the Saorstat iS now 
a separate State responsible for its own finan- 
cial future, and vested with the power to 
establish its own currency system, as well as 
with the responsibility for maintaining that 
that system, changes which may occur in 
British currency from this time forward will 
by no means automatically extend themselves 
to the Free State. 


THE NOTE ISSUES, 

To meet the new conditions the Commission 
has recommended that the note circulation of 
the Free State should consist of only two 
kinds of notes—legal tender notes and bank 
notes. The legal tender notes are to be 
convertible on demand at par into British 
sterling, and the bank notes are to 
vertible on demand into legal tender notes. 
I am sure the business community will wel- 
come the proviso that tho legal tender notes 
are to be convertible on demand at par into 
British sterling, and that our whole currency 
will be maintained on a parity with British 
currency. Neither the banks nor the busi- 
pess community desire tu. be confronted with 
problems of exchange in their daily dealings 
with their neighbours in Northern Iveland 
and Great Britain. 


BANK NOTES. 

Coming to a question that more intimate! 
concerns ourselves—the bank note issue— 
may briefly summarise the recommendations 
of the Commission as the substitution of a 
consolidated bank note issue for the present 
system of fiduciary issue, under which each 


bank having the right of note issue issues.

by a body which is to be set up and called 
the “Currency Commission.” This Com: 
| mission is to consist of seven persons, three 
nominated by the banks, three by the 
Government, and a Chairman selected by 
these six tiominees. The Chairman is to be 
fnily experienced in finance, and two out of 
the three Government nominees are to he 
representative of business, industry or trade, 
and not Government officials. Thus, only one 
cf the seven members will be connected with 
the Government. It is quite unnecessary for 
me to say that the banking community should 
have the utmost confidence in a commission 
so composed, a AE 
At the present time the total authorised 
fiduciary issue for all Ireland amounts to 
£6,364,494. This issue is distributed amongst 
six banks, of which the Belfast Bank confines 
its operations strictly to Northern Ireland, 
and has no branehes in the Free State. The 
new Free State bank note issue will amount 
to £6.000,000, and will be distributed 
amongst the banks as follows :—

The Natioval Land Bank, Royal Bank, 
Hibernian Bank and Munster and Leinster 
Bank have no rights of note issue at present. 
The new bank nete issue is distributed 
according to calculations based upon the 
capital and reserves, the advances and 
deposits in the Free State offices and 
branches, and the number of branches and 
sub-branches of each bank. 

It was, I think, obvious to everyone who 
had carefully studied the matter that the 
Commission’ was bound to recommend either 
the total abolition of the right of note issue 
in the case of the existing banks of issue or 
else a redistribution of the right on an equit- 
able basis amongst all the banks operating 
here. Clearly once the matter was being 
dealt with at all. the continuance of the 
anomalous‘ position obtaining at present could 
not be expected, nor, indeed, could it be 


justified. 
NOTES v. CHEQUES. 

The Banking Commission has recognised 
that the system of payment by cheque has 
made very little headway in rural Tectend, 
and that most transactions in the country 
districts are financed by bank notes. Some 
may for sentimental reasons regretethe pass- 
ing of the old form of bank note, but the 
Banking Commission has given due con 
sideration to practical matters and faced the 
realities of the situation here while adhering 
to sound economic principle, and I amein 
formed that the scheme proposed by the 
Commission commends itself to ritish 
authorities on banking and finance. 


PRESS APPROVAL. 

In support of this statement you will be 
vlad to know that one of the leading 
financial papers’ in London, commenting last 
week upon the proposed notes, referred to the 
opinion of a banker that the Free State 
currency note would be about the best 
secured, paper in the Dominions. The Zrish 
Times, commenting on the report, says :— 
‘The net result of the proposed change will 

be that the Free State Government will 
enjoy an increased income, and that the 
man in the street will enjoy the innocent 
luxury of a distinctively Irish currency. 
Otherwise, apart from certain adjust- 
ments in the internal econemy of the 
banks, there will be little disturbance of 
existing conditions. A pound will con- 
tinue to be twenty shillings, and Free 
State finance will continue to keep both 
feet firmly planted in Threadneedle 
street.’’ 
REPLY TO OBJECTORS. 

There are, of course, a number of in- 
dividuals who are always ready to oppose any 
change, and who will say: “ Why interfere 
with the system existing at present.” Well, 
in the first plaee, it is eminently unsatisfac- 
tory to have no legal tender in the country— 
the absence of legal tender may not have 
caused much inconvenience owing to the 
high reputation of our banks and the willing- 
ness of the people to accept their notes as 
equivalent to legal tender, but the danger 
that a demand for legal tender might arise 
was always present, and a solution had to be 
found. Agar, the present system is unsatis- 
factory from the point of view of the existing 
distribution of the right of note issue among 
the, various banks—banuks of non-issue feit 
that they were being unfairly discriminated 
against in the conduct of their business by 
the refusal of a privilege granted to their 
competitors, while others felt that the dis- 
tribution of the authorised issue was not 
now on an equitable basis, being based upon 
conditions that obtained as far back as 1845 
without any modification to meet develop- 
ments since that date. 


PROFIT TO THE FREE STATE, 

It will be found that from every point of 
view the proposed system should be wel- 
comed without hesitation by the general 
community. Our curreticy will continue to 
be based on British sterling, and the new 
consolidated bank note issue will take the 
place of the existing authorised or fiduciary 
issues, though it will be distributed on a 
more equitable basis. The legal tender notes 
will replace British currency notes and the 
notes of the existing banks of issue. I think 
that every patriotic Irishman will be glad 
t. know that the protit from the secured 
issue which now goes to the British Treasury 
will be transferred to our own Exchequer im 
the new order gf things. As you are aware, 
under the present system the banks of issue 
may issue notes in excess of their authorised 
circulation, provided the excess issue has 
adequate backing, and at the present time 
the backing consists almost entirely of 
British curreney notes and currency certifi- 
cates deposited at the Bank of England— 
according to a recent return such notes 
amounted to nearly eight and a half million 
pounds—this means that to all intents and 
purposes the British Treasury is receiving 
the lean of that amount free of all interest. 
The eight and a half million pounds is, of 
course, an all-Ireland figure. If and when 
effect is given to the recommendations of 
the Banking Commission, the profit from the 
legal tender notes will go into the Free State 
Exchequer. This will certainly be a decided 
change for the better. 


ADVANTAGES OF A NOTE ISSUE. 

The allotment to the Munster and Leinster 
Bank of a considerable amount of the con- 
solidated bank note issue is a very important 
concession, indeed, and I may refer to the 
advantayes that will accrue therefrom under 
the headings of prestige and publicity. As 
far as prestige is concerned, I may say that 
people who have not siudied the hjstory of 
Irish banking are naturally inclined to think 
that the privilege of note issue must be with- 
held from the banks of non-issue for some 
good and sufficient reasons—such as lack of 
stability, difference in banking methods, or 
the like. This, of course, is not the case; 
the right of uote issue has up to the present 
been restricted to those banks which ob- 
tained the privilege so long ago as 1645, 
after which date no other bank could ¢btain 
un issue. It is a matter for congratulation 
that the Munster and Leinster Bank can now 
feel that, in common with the other Irish 
banks of non-issue, it will be placed on an 
he footing with the banks of issue, and the 
irksome restraints of the past will be 
removed. 

The questions of publicity, while not so 
important as the matter of prestige, is, 
nevertheless, a matter of some interest to us. 
The notes that will be put in circulation in 
future by this bank will all bear our name, 
instead of being the notes of other banks. 
may say that this bank will derive an im- 
portant advertisement and benefit from the 
new bank note issue. Our bank has always 
done a very big country business, aud the 
system of payment by cheque has as yet 
developed only to a very small extent, and 
notes are u for practically all business, 
whether at fairs and markets or at shops, ete. 

It is, therefore, clear, I think, from what I 
have said that we have nothing to fear from 
the recommendations of the Banking Com- 
mission, and we are ready to give these re- 
commendations our heartiest commendation. 
We can look forward to the future with confi- 
dence, and the hope thet the usefulness and 
prosperity of our bank will not only be fully 
maintained, but also further extended. 

We trust thay the recommendations of the 
Commission will be presented to the Dail

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LEINSTER SOCIETY OF 
ORGANISTS. 


An interesting programme was provided for 
the January meeting of the Leinster Society 
of Organists and Choirmasters, held in the 
Organ Room of the Royal Irish Academy of 
Music, Dublin.
